“WHAT GUSH EMUNIM is about.”

THE CONCEPT OF democracy, as

Democracy 
can no more vote away Zionism, 
aliya, settlement, than it can vote 
that people should stop breathing or 
speaking. The fate of Eretz Yisrael 
and a free and whole Jewish life in it 
are not subject toa majority vote. At 
its roots, our people knows this. We 
are a people that is especially linked 
to vision. 

“Peace is not in itself a goal; it is 
an instrument --- 2 vitally important 
one, to be sure — in organizing a way 
of life, in implementing a vision. 
Right now, the advancement of the 
Jewish People and, through it, of the 
Redemption process, and the mora} 
and mundane integrity of the Jewish 
Peopie and Eretz Yisrael, are more 
important than hypothetical peace. 
Once we attain those, the whole 
world will have peace,”’ Rabbi 
Levinger says. 

What af the problem of 
demography and the democratic 
character of the State of Israel? 

“A living, dynamic people is 
capable of absorbing other pop- 
ulations. If the Jewish People perks 
up and starts living dynamically . 
optimistically, by its vision, we have 
nonin to fear: we wil be able to 

ith non-Jews in our midst, and 
pal to absorb them. 

“Meanwhile, we should give the 
Arabs in our midst all rights in all 
areas except those — like allya and 
security — Bertaining to the special 
character of Eretz Yisrael as the 
Jewish People's land, and Israel as 
the Jewish State. Full civil rights 
moust mean full citizen's duties, and 
we cannot grant them full duties and 
they do not wish them. 


RABBI YOEL Bin-Nun adds: “Even 
the doves concede that we have 
‘annexed’ about 1% million Arabs: 
those of pre-1967 Israel; those of 


East Jerusalem which nobody -in- 
tends to ‘give back’; those of the 
Hebron Hills region (including the 
Etzion Bloc), which is an ‘enclave’ 
that nobody is giving back; the same 
goes for the Gaza Strip and rae nas 
Rafiah (the Rafah Approach) —

“$o today the whole dispute is over 
the 300,000 Arabs of Samaria — even 
less if you deduct those of the 


Ramallah area which even some 


@oves don't want to “give back.’ 

“As though ‘giving back’ Samaria 
will zolve the problem. If we're real- 
ly going to be ‘realistic,” then we'd 
better ‘give back' Galilee with its 
Arabs, too. Then we'll be back to the 
1947 Partition borders. We say that 
the least of alt evils ia to do what the 
Arabs expected us to do in 1967: keep 
everything, and tell them ao. You'll 
see how quickly Samaria will quiet 
down. Just as Gailllee was quiet for 
28 years till the Arabs there saw how 
we were pussyfooting over Samaria. 

‘Who knows? — soon the Gaza Strip 

hrabe may start acting up, too, and 

we'll have a general explosion and 
another war." 

What about world opinion? 

“This concern with world opinion 
is:@ grave mistakg. The philo- 
Semitism of the post-Holocaust 
period is over. The world is acting in 
terms of its cold self-interest — 
which is based on Arab oii and 
petrodollars — and that is why it is 
trying to appease the Arabs. Ford's 
‘help’ to ua is only an attempt to buy 
us, an attempt to make us strong 
enough to execute a tota) retreat. 
But the moment we retreat, the U.S. 
will retreat from us at rocket speed, 
If we hold on, there may be disputes 
_ the U.S. but there will be no 


OPPONENTS OF Gush Emunim 
cite the example of Rabbi Yohanan 
ben Zakkai. According to a Talmudic 
legend — or at least according to a 
simplistic understanding of it — 
when the Jews of Judea launched the 
revolt that led to the destruction of 
the Temple by the Romans in 70 
C.E., Rabbi Yohanan dissociated 
himself from the revolt, had himself 
smuggled out of rebel-guarded 
Jerusalem to the Roman com- 
mander (later Emperor) Vespasian, 
appeased him, and requested and 
got “‘Yavneh and {ts Sages." The 
authenticity of this legend was 
vigorously challenged by the late 
Gedaliah Allon. 

Rabbi Bin-Nun rejects Allon‘s 
theory, but he says: ‘“The debate to- 
day is not between Rabbi Yohanan 
ben Zakkai and Masada (where 
another group of rebelg at the time 
made a last stand whose last sur- 
vivors committed suicide, according 
to Josephus) but between Masada 
and Auschwitz — and we don't 
believe we are going to have another 


Masada here. - 

“Besides, in the Talmudic account 
there is no evidence whatever that 
Rabbi Yohanan opposed the revolt. 
We only know that when he saw that 
all was lost, he tried to save what he 
could. So those who say ‘Rabbi 
Yohanan ben Zakat' and ‘Yavnen" 
are in fact reconciling themsecives in 
advance to a Destruction." 


ΟΝ MORNING, in the syn- 
agogue of the Mercaz Harav 
Yeshiva, I put some of the questions 
of the Oz Veshalom group (Moshe 
Unna, Zvi Yaron) to Rabbi Zvi 
Yehuda Kook, summing up with: 
“How do you know that your con- 
struction of Religious Zionism is the 
Tight one?" 

He turned to Rabbi Fried, who was 
sitting with us, smiled a perplexcd, 
ironic smile, and said: “What is he 
Saying?

I will make people — My people 
Israel — tread you again; they will 
settle in you and you shall to be their 
possession.’'' Reb Zvi Yehuda 
added: “Even Maimonides did not 
challenge that. And isn't all that ex- 
actly what has been happening in our 
times?” 

He continued: “As for the people 
who ask those questions — in Trac- 
tate Sota 480. Rabbi Elazar™ — his 
face broadened into a beatific smile 
and he said to Rabbi Fried: "Rabbi 
Elazar — he was an Eretz Yisrael 
man through and through” — he 
turned to me again and said: ‘Rabbi 
Elazar comments on the verse 
(Zechariah 4:10): ' Ki mi bas leyom 
ketanot — For who has despised the 
day of small things?' The Hebrew 
root of the word ‘despise,' bz , is also 
the root of ‘waste or ‘fritter away,’ 
and the word for small things, 
‘ketanot' when not pointed can algo 
be read as ‘ patnoot pettiness. So 
Rabbi Elazar says: ‘Who caused the 
righteous men to fritter away their 
future rewards? The pettiness in

Why women live Jonger 


TEL AVIV.—There are seven ‘main 
Teancis why women live longer than 

en, according to an article by Dr. 
Ingrid Waldron and Ms. Susen 
Johnston in a recent article in the 
American magazine “‘Stress."" A 
table they produce shows that in the 
U.S., out of every 100,000 persons, 
1082 men die every year as com- 
pared with only 657 women. 

The main cause of death among 
men is arterioacierotic heart disease 
(including coronary heart disease), 
which kills twice as many men a8 
women. Heart disease is caused “by 
greater cigarette anos: and 
probably a greater prevalence of the 
competitive, agressive Coronary 
Prone Behaviour Pattern among 
men." Conversely.femaie hormones 
help to protect women from heart 
disease. 


The second main cause of death is 


lung cancer, which’kills six times as 


many men as women — with 
Cigarette smoking again indicted as 
main contributing factor. 
Another tory-tract disease, 
emphysema, hits five times as many 
men as women. The mem cause: 
smoking. 


Traffic accidents kill three times 
a5 many men as women. This is not 
only because men drive more than 
women and are thus expose’ 


per mile driven, and 130 per cent 
more fatal accidents -per mile 
driven.” 

Under “‘other accidenta,"” mainly 
at place of work, men lead women 
two to one. Men tend to more hazar- 
dous work than women, and to play 


. around with firearms. 


The sixth major cause of death is 
cirrhosis of the livers, due mainly to 
excessive alcohol consumption. Men 
have twice as much cirrhosis of the 
liver as women. 

And » men commit. suicise 
almost three times more than 
women, with one cause being the 
stress of competition for jobs. 
‘Women, however, try to commit 
suicide twice as often as men — but 


than men. 


while men generaliy use’ guns, 
‘women tend to use poisons. 


‘une srucle notes: Sted suicide at- 

en widely interpreted as 
a desperate, last-ditch cry for help, 
rather than an actual attempt to end 
-fe. Women apparently are better 
able to use a suicide attempt as a cry 
for help, and it seems likely that this 
ability to some extent protects them 
from the need to actually kil) 
themselves. In contrast, males .‘see 
themselves as strong, powerful, 
dominant, and potent’ and find it dif- 
ficult to seek help. Thus they are 
more likely to use guns rather than 
poisons and to carry a suicidal act 
through to a fatal conclusion."

What is especially significant is 
that so many of the Jewish con- 
tributions to the use of law to right 
society's wrong were made by 
Jewish lawyers working for es- 
tablishment Jewish orgauizations

THUS AUERBACH omits what 18 

ps the most significant Jewish 
gontribution to American legal 
history: the concept, first enun- 
elated by the American Jewlsh 
Congress after World War II, that 
law aceompanied by social action 
could be used not merely to protect 
individuals but change society. This 
approach was pioneered by the late 
Alexander Pekelis, chairman of the 
commission on Law and Social Ac- 
tion (CLSA) of the Congress until his 
death in 1947. Headed by lawyers 
like Shad Poller, Will Masiow, 
Joseph B. Robison, CLSA was & 
radical concept at a time when 
President Bisenbower was expresa- 
ing the widely-held truism that you 
couldn't pass a law against pre- 
judice. 

Along came the American Jewish 
Congress to announce a brand new 
idea: that prejudice was the result of 
discrimination, not the cause of it, 
and that the way to change people's 
prejudiced attitudes was to change 
their behaviour —- by passing laws 
prohibiting discrimination in joba. 
housing, education and public ac- 
comodation. 

It {s three decades since Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise — represented by a 
team of American Jewish Congresa 
lawyers — sued his alma mater, 
Columbia University, to challenge 
the legality of the numerus clausus 
used in selecting students for its 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
That suit led to the first fair educa- 
tion practices act in American 
history and touched off a wave of 
similar anti-bias campaigns 
resulting in statutes forbidding dis- 
crimination in employment, housing 
and public accommodations on 
grounds of race, religion, national 
origin and sex across the country. 
These statutes led, in turn, to the 
great civil rights legislation that 
became part of American law a 
decade ago. and in which Jewish 
Jawyers and Jewish organizations 
played crucial roles. 

None of all these creative ideas 
about the law and none of these 
lawyers putting these ideas into 
practice find any place in Professor 
Auerbach’s distorted picture.

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ASSAD RIDING HIGH 


THE CHANGES in the Syrian government, coming as they 
do in the midst of Syria’s deep involvement in Lebanon, -na- 
turally give rise to questions regarding the cannection be- 
tween the two developments. . 

A careful examination of. the changes effected by President 
Hafez Assad, however, would seem to indicate that they were 
Prompted for domestic reasons. But their effect on Syria’s 
position in Lebanon, even if secondary, will be to strengthen 
Assad in the determined execution of his policy. 

‘The changés seem to have been triggered off by the resig- 
nation of outgoing Prime Minister Mahmoud Ayyoubi. His re- 
signation had been in the offing since April 1975, when be failed 
to win a berth to the leadership command of the ruling Ba'ath 


Party in 2 party election. That blow to Ayyoubl’s prestige. |

Hig replacement, General Abdul-Rahman Khieifawi, is known 
as a tough no-nonsense administrator and as one of the closest 
men to Assad in the military establishment which rules Syria. 
Khleifawi’s standing with Assad was dramatically shown when 
he came out 28 one of the first army officers to support Assad 
in his coup in 1970. In fact, Khieifawi served as Assad’s first 
Prime Minister, a post from which he was forced to resign in 
1972 due to illness. Apparently recovered following lengthy 
medical treatment in Britain, Khleifewi can be to 
provide the dedicated toughness needed to implement Assad’s 
policies, which are being questioned ‘both in the Arab world 
and in Syria itself. 

It is noteworthy ‘that when he was Prime Minister, Khleifawi 
opposed the 1971 Syrian military intervention in Jordan in aid 
of the beleaguered PLO forces there. It ig thus, perhaps, πὸ 
coincidence that he returns to the fore of Syrian: politics so 
shortly after President Assad’s speech in which he bitterly 
attacked the PLO for seeking to involve Syria in Jordan at 
that time and for opposing Syrian interests in Lebanon today. 

It is not surprising that Yesser Arafat yesterday expressed 


his fears that the Syrian Cabinet changes might presage a . 


stepped up Syrian offensive against the PLO and its leftist 
allies in Lebanon. : ᾿ 

This view would also seem to be reinforced by the retention 
of the two dominant members of the outgoing Cabinet, Minis- 
ter of Defence Mustafa Tlas and Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. - 

The domestic significance of the Cabinet change lies mainly 
in the dropping of the head of the Syrian economy, Deputy 
Minister for Economic Affairs, Muhammed Haider. An addi- 
tional sign of Assad’s self-confidence is the appointment of 
Syria’s first woman cabinet minister, Dr. Najah Attar, as 
Minister of Culture and National Guidance. Only,a head of 
state relatively secure in his political power would flout con- 
servative Moslem tradition which is still predominant in nearly 
all Arab countries, by naming a woman minister. 


A néw deal on Israel’s roads 


THE NEW car insurance law — that will come into force, appo- 
sitely, on Rosh Ha’Shana — imposes a heavy burden on car 
owners, who will have to pay a quarter as much again on 
their already high yearly motor insurance premium. But it in- 
troduces a welcome, perhaps a revolutionary, reform in this 
chaotic sector. 

Up till now the victim of a street accident could lose his 
earning capacity and be turned into an invalid without receiving 
an agora of compensation, unless he proved the driver guilty. 
If the driver were proved guilty, there was then no limit to 
the damages that could be litigated for. The accent was on 
the resources (or the nerve) of the injured party, and the elo- 
quence of ‘this lawyer. 

The new system divides car insurance in two. Damage to 
property remains as before. But damage to human beings is 
taken out of the field of commercial bargaining, and made into 
a social right. From now on, should a person — any person — 
be lamed in a traffic accident, he will receive compensation 
within 90 days, no matter who was responsible for the mishap: 
And the sum of compensation is fixed by law, varying with the 
extent of the victim’s injury and the loss of his earning-power. 

If this system is costlier than the former one, it is precisely 
because people who were previously hurt gratuitously, perhaps 
because they: did not look before crossing the road, will now 
receive a cash benefit. They should still glance both ways 
before stepping off the pavement, because no money can com- 
fort a person for being crippled. But atleast the penalty for 
carelessness will no longer be so disproportionately great. 

‘Equally refreshing is the knowledge that an entire sector 
of human life is not subject any more. to those interminable 
and soul-destroying wranglings in and around the law-courts, 
which as often as not added a new dimension to the physical 
ordeal of the accident itself. The judges will be relieved of 
the moral pressure on them to bend their understanding of 
the evidence, so as to provide some rélief for persons without 
means. The over-burdened court system will breathe more 
easily with the removal of a time-consuming topic from its 
jurisdiction. 

The question agitating the insurance companies, on whom 
this obligation has been clamped, is whether income from in- 
creased premiums will cover outlays on increased benefits. Time 
will show. The system must be tried first; adjustments can be 
made later. The important thing is that, in an age of increa- 
singly dense traffic and unprecedented risks to life and limb, 
everybody is properly insured at last, and no injured person 
will any more be left destitute.
